Capital $35,000,000. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—There is to be a 


consolidation of Armour & Co. of Chi- 
cago and the Armour Packing Com- 
pany of Kansas City, and an increase 
in the capital of the Chicago .con- 
cern from ?20,000,000 to $35,000,000 
The plan will be carried out within the 
week. 


The new corporation will be al- 


most double the size of the old one, 
and also almost double in capitaliza- 
tion the largest of its competitors. 
It will still be altogether an Armour 
affair, and the whole of .its $35,000,000 
capital stock will' be held by members 
of the family, except such small inter- 
ests as may be owned by heads of 
departments or members of the direc- 
tory.

BIGGEST OF 
GOLD 
NUGGETS. 


New York Assay Office Receives One 


Weighing 753 Pounds. 


New York, Oct. 27.—The biggest 


nugget of gold ever received at the 
assay office in Wall street, according 
to Superintendent Mason, arrived to- 
day from a mining company in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 
It was consigned to 


the New YorK agents o'f the Bank of 
Montreal. 


The nugget contained a fraction over 


753 pounds of the solid yellow metal, 
and is valued at 8154,000. 
It came 


in a solid cone and stood about two 
feei, high. 
This cone was trapped 


in canvas and fitted with an oblong 
box made of two-inch planks and heav- 
ily bound with iron. 
The gold was 


held firmly in the box by two wooden 
wedges driven in from the top. 


Two heavy iron rings were set in 


the sides of the rough box, and through 
these 
were fitted wooden bars by 


which the box was lifted. - It requir- 
ed four men to remove it from the 
truck in the assay office to the scales.

Several cities in the state were under 
5,000 when the last.census was taken 
but they have since passed that figure.

formed that the population of Wiscon- 
sin cities could not be given official- 
ly before the election.

Every- good' citizen 
admits that 


churches are a good institution. It 
•would be difficult to find a man or 
woman in Janesville of ordinary intel- 
ligence, who would be willing to live 
in the city a year if the churches were 
removed ; 


The church is the foundation of so- 


ciety and the corner stone of morali- 
ty, and ia so regarded by people who 
believe in good morals, though they 
may not express -their belief by at- 
tendance upon or support of any 
church. 


-VYty is,it that people generally are 


so indifferent regarding the welfare of 
a public institution that is conceded to 
be of such vital importance? Of the 
15,000 people living in Janesville it

went to work.

Mayne saying that of the country pu- 
pils admitted here on their country 
school diplomas, only one or two have 
been found to be wanting in knowledge 
necessary to take up the high school 
"work. 


Some of the schools have not been so 


fortunate though and so this confer- 
ence was caled to find "some way to 
improve upon the present plan. 
In 


all liklihood a committee will be ap- 
pointed to decide the matter .and "given 
further time to report.

decapitate every Chinese, no mat- 
ter what his position, who is named 
by the powers for that punishment. 


Suicide by Gold Loaf. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—The 


Chinese minister has received a dis- 
patch stating that Kang-Yi, a mem- 
ber of 'the cabinet with Yung-Lu and 
one of the intense anti-foreign lead- 
ers whose 'punishment was demanded 
by the powers, died of illness on the 
18th inst.; also that Yu-Hsien, the late 
governor of Shansi, 
who is said to 


have been responsible for the death of 
many 
missionaries, has committed 


suicide by swallowing gold leaf. Min-, 
istar Wu regards this act as the re- 
sult of the disfavor which .the high 
officials have received from the throne. 
The death of Kang-Yi is an important 
event, as he was one of the ringlead- 
ers whose punishment was demanded 
by the powers. He held the position 
of assistant grand secretary and presi- 
dent of the civil iboard and also was 
one of the 
six 
Chinese statesmen 


making up the privy council of cab- 
inet, which is the body nearest 
the 


throne.
